Age Brings Experience, Says Judge 


Comstock, Answering Oponents 


in Congressional Race. 


SPEAKS HERE FRIDAY 
NIGHT 


Refers to Candidacy Briefly, Devot­ 


ing Most of Time to Discussion 


of Political Issues. 


Declaring that youth is a blessing 
hut not a merit and that age brings 
experience, the pleasures of memory 
and the recollection of devotion of 
friends, 
Judge Daniel W. Comstock 
of Richmond, candidate for the Re­ 
publican congressional 
nomination, 
in his formal speech here, took that 
method of replying to his oppon­ 
ents. 


Judge Comstock was greeted by a 
good-sized audience. 
Judge W ill M. 
'Sparks introduced him briefly, com­ 
menting on his long connection with 
the Republican party and his honor­ 
able service in the war. 
Judge Comstock 
apologized 
for 
his personal references, but explain­ 
ed that the primary made two cam­ 
paigns instead 
of 
one 
necessary, 
and that since all 
at the 
meeting 
were agreed as to the correctness of 
the policies of the Republican party, 
it behoved him to dwell briefly on his 
own career -because he v a s offering 
himself as a candidate for congress. 
Judge Comstock 
made a finished 
and highly 
interesting speech. 
Re 
criticized the Democratic party on 
its preparedness and 
tariff 
issues 
and pointed to the present day pros­ 
perity that is “ nourished and foster­ 
ed by the blood of fathers, husbands 
and sons and watered by the tears 
of women and children.” 
He referred to his record in pub­ 
lic office in answer to 
the 
charge 
that he is not only too old, bnt has 
held office too 
much 
already. 
He 
recalled that he had 
been 
elected 
prosecutor, 
judge 
of 
the 
circuit 
court in Wayne county 
twice 
and 
once to the state 
appellate 
court, 
honestly and fairly, and had never 
been appointed to any office. 
Judge 
Comstock said he had 
never 
been 
accused of not executing the duties 
of the offices he had held honestly 


and fairly. 
Judge 
Comstock 
recalled 
some 
early Rush county history when he 
enumerated briefly the early history 
of his life. 
He was elected prosecu­ 
tor of the common pleas court at 
Newcastle and Rush county was in 
his jurisdiction. 
He 
resigned 
the 
office to enlist in the war and came 
to Rushville on a certain Saturday 
to draw his salary due from Rush 
county— $40 a year. 
The office paid 
$200 a year. 
Judge Comstock re­ 
membered that on that day Govern­ 
or Hendricks was here, at the in­

He never made a real success, however, 
until Mack Sennett let him direct Ins own 
comedies. Sennett is a very keen judge of 
character, and he saw th a t if any thing was 
to he had out cf Chaplin, it must he had 
in Chaplin’s own way . 
He reconstructed 
the organization to enable Chaplin to di­ 
rect his own comedies. 
Sennett's decision brought into being the 
q uaint character with the little stubliy 
mustache, the big shoes and the cane that 
is known wherever motion pictures are 
known. 
Chaplin’s first picture with the Key stone 
company was a little comedy sketch called, 
“ A Film Johnny ." 
Jt was taken at the 
first cy cle car races given in southern Cal­ 
ifornia. Chaplin had the part of a picture 
fan wild was alway s wandering out in 
front r.f the cameras tfrnt were trained on 
the race. 
HU part was merely intended 
to “ carry ” the motion pictures of a race. 
A good many of Chaplin’s earliest pic* 
tures with the Key stone were of this char­ 
acter; he was used to put in incidental 
business in big news events. In one news 
picture taken at San Pedro H arbor, foF 
instance, he was assigned the part of a 
roughneck woman who was very severe 
whh her husband. 
Introduces New Note. 
The first picture th at he directed him­ 
self was called, "('aught in the Rain.” 
As a director, Chaplin introduced a new 
q ote into moving pictures. 
Theretofore 
most of the comedy effects had lieen riot­ 
ous boisterous ness. 
Chaplin, like many 
foreign pantoinimists, got his effects in a 
more subtle way and with less action. 
Also he worked alone to a greater extent 
than any other picture comedian. 
Ry making the most of the little subtle 
effects, Chaplin enlarged the field of al 
1 
motion-picture comedies. 
It goes without 
say ing th at the simpler effects a man 
needs for his fun-making the more effects 
he has to draw on. One of the very fun­ 
niest situations, for instance, in anv of the 
Chaplin comedies was in “ His Trvsting 
Place," where Chaplin used the whiskers 
of a guest in a cafe for a napkin. 
About That Make-Up. 
The q uestion th at nearly every one asks 
about Charlie Chaplin's early career is: 
“ W here did he get th at make-up? Those 
shoes and that hat?" 
The general impression is th at Chaplin 
worked with this same outfit from the 
beginning of his picture work, but this is 
not true. In his first pictures for the Key ­ 
stone, Chaplin wore a long, drooping tq us- 
tache and a top hat. ’ He wore oroinary 
shoes. 
In almost his first pictures, how­ 
ever. 
he 
began 
wearing 
the 
amazing 
“pants” th at still adorn him. 
His first costume didn’t suit him at all. 
The Key stone people say he was alway s 
poking around the propertv room try ing 
to hit upon some sort of clothes that 
would “ register.” 
One dav he came out 
grinning, w ith a funny old pair of shoes 
tn his hands. They w-ere long and curled 
up at the toes. 
They reached right out 
and shook hands with Chaplin as soon as 
he saw them . They had been Ford Ster­ 
ling’s and had been left behind 
when 
Sterling q uit the company .

Chaplin, however, worked on entirely S S 
different methods. 
Sterling worked very

rapidly , dashing hither and thither at top = 
speed. 
Chaplin's comedy was slow and

deliberate, and he made a great deal out 
ass 
of little things—little subtleties.

tried to force him to take up the Ford saa 
Sterling sty le and Chaplin refused.

He just listened =

The net result was a very sultry time. 
Chaplin’s first director was Pathe Lerh- 
mann. They q uarreled all the tim e during 
the first of Chaplin’s work.

mand and Chaplin fought like a black dog 
and a monkey . Lerhmann finally appealed 
to Mack Semw*t; he said he couldn’t do 
any thing withr Chaplin.

Chaplin took the boss’ breezy remarks as 
toasts to the president are drunk—stand­ 
ing and in silence. But he went right on 
acting in his own way . Finally Lerhm ann 
lassed him on to another director, who 
an eq ually bad tim e w ith him. 
The Key stone people came to the con­ 
clusion th at they had picked a fine lemon 
in Chaplin. 
Personally he was verv pop­ 
ular, but it was generally agreed tnat he 
would never make good as a picture actor. 
How He “Happened.” 
. Finally , Mack Sennett took a hand at 
directing Chaplin himself. They w’ere then 
putting on a plav called ‘‘Mabel’s Strange 
Predicam ent.’ 
Chaplin had a small part 
where he did some funny business in the 
lobby of a hotel. Mack Sennett decided to 
see just w hat this Englishman would do if 
they let him have his own way . He turned 
the misfit loese and let him be funny as 
he liked- 
Then and there Charlie Chaplin sudden 
ly “ happened.” 
Mack Sennett saw in a flash th at some 
big stuff was going over, and from th at 
m inute Chaplin became a real star. 
Sennett, during the next few pictures, 
put in Chaplin to do little comedy bits 
th a t called for the same kind of stuff he 
show’ed in the lobby of the hotel. 
Chap­ 
lin was alwavs funny in these bits, but 
Sennett saw tnat, to be entirely successful, 
he must have a company of his own. The 
other actors’ work was out cf tune with 
the Chaplin method. 
Sennett was q uick 
to see th at almost immeasurable things 
could be gotten out of Chaplin, but he 
also saw- tna t the Chaplin pictures must, 
in the future, be built w ith Chaplin as 
the foundation. 
The whole comedy must 
be adjusted to his tempo, » nd even the 
scenario would have to be different from 
the kind of scenario ordinarily used by 
the Key stone people. 
It must be slower 
and more subtle.

Chaplin, like many 


foreign jmntomimists, got his effects in a 
more subtle w«y and with less action. 
Also he worked nlone to a greater extent 
than any other picture comedian. 


By making the most of the little subtle 


effects, Chaplin enlarged the tield of ftl1 
motion-picture comedies. It sees without 
saying that the simpler effects a man 
needs for his fun-making the more effects 
he has to draw on. One of the very f"n' 
niest situation;, for instance, in anv of the 
Chaplin comedies was in "His Trysting 
Place." where Chaplin used the whiskers 
of a guest in a cafe for a napkin. 


About That Make-Up. 


The rmcslian that nearly everyone asks 


about Charlie Chaplin's early career tsr 
"Where did he pet that make-up? Those 
shoes and that hat?" 


The general impression is that Chaplin 


worked with this same outfit from the 
beginning of hia picture work, but this is 
not true. In his first pictures for the Key- 
stone, Chaplin wore a long, drooping mus- 
tache and a top hat. ' He wore ordinary 
>hoes. Jn almost his first pictures, how- 
ever, he began 
wearing the 
amazing 


"pants" that still adorn him. 


His first costume didn't suit him at all. 


The Keystone people say he was always 
poking around the property room trying 
to hit upon some sort of clothes that 
would "register." One day he came out 
grinning, with a funny old pair of shoes 
in his hands. They were long and curjed 
up at the toes. 
They reached right out 


and fchook hands with Chaplin as foon as 
he saw them.

Lerhmann finally appealed 
to Mack Sennftt; he said h» couldn't do 
anything with* Chaplin. 
The Keystone 


people say that the hardest "call-down" 
anybody "ever got at the Keystone was 
that handed to Chaplin by Sennett be- 
eause he refused to cliey the director. 
Chaplin took the boss' breezy remarks as 
toasts to the president are drunk—stand- 
ing and in silence. But he went right on 
acting in his own way. Finally Lerhmann 
passed him on to another director, who 
had an equally bad time with him. 


The Keystone people came to the con- 


clusion that they had picked a fine lemon 
in Chaplin. Personally he was very pop- 
ular, but it was generally agreed that he 
would never mate good as a picture actor.

that called for the same kind of stuff he 
sliowed in the lobby of the hotel. Chap- 
lin was always funnv in these bits, but 
Senr.ett saw that, to be entirely successful, 
he must have .1 company ?t his own. The 
other actors' work was out cf tune with 
the Chaplin method. Sennett was quick 
to see that almost immeasurable things 
couli be gotten out of Chaplin, but he 
also saw that the Chaplin pictures must, 
in the future, be built with Chaplin as 
the foundation. 
The whole comedy must 


be adjusted to his tempo. »nd even the 
scenario would have To \w different from 
the kind of scenario ordinarily used by 
the Keystone people. It must be slower 
and more subtle.
